Dr, Roberts dealt with both the old and the 
modern theories of matter, beginning with that 
of Leucippus, the Greek philosopher, iollowmg 
with the philosophy of Demooritus, and leading 
on to Newton's law of attraction, Dalton’s law, 
Avogadro's law, and proceeding to the discovery 
of i, Aráin rays, and the theory of atoms 
aud electrons. 

In conclusion he made a hypothesis. It ap- 
pé. he said, that the forces which existed 

tween the atoms in molecules of the oldest 
rocks had subsisted there for millions of years. 
Supposing that millions of years ago each of 
those atoms was endowed with the force of 
attraction for nature, how could they maintain 
ian “8 foree for untold. millions é series 
elt, as every year passed by, the impossibility 
of such a  hepethesh They met * look, he 
thought, for a great force or power imminent 
in all nature which sustained and maintained 
these forces. There was some great powet, 
and this power evidences itself in nature by 
the effects that it produced by the creating of 
these electrical properties of maintaining them. 
He did not think that anyone could study 
astronomy without beginning to think what 
would be the end of the world, and of our solar 
system. 

How was it to end, for end it must, because 
they wore losing energy rapidly‘ day by day 
and year by year, and he thought that the. 
time occupied by the life of the moon, and 
of animals and plants wou'd be infinitesimally 
smaller from the time from the formation of 
the world to the present, than to tho time 
when the moon Would cease to exist. But what 
would be the fate of our own solar system? 
How was it to come about? It might go on 
for millions and millions of years. What he 
had thought. was this:—When they looked 
around them and saw no class of plant, or 
animal die without leaving behind them the 
means of reproduction, was their solar system 
to die and perish without leaving anythin 
which could give birth to a new system ri 
might be done in this way—he did not say 
that it would. voy ge that he personified 
a power, which, if threw a stone upward, 
would wen A gravity for a few momenta, that 
stone wou on for as long as the negation 
of the law of gravity existed. Now, supposing 
nature set that law in force again, the stone 
would come down to earth, but with an entirely 
different velocity. It would be converted into 
gas. Now, supposing nature decided to stop 
all the forces that existed between al] the 
various atoms, what would happen? ' The solid 
rocks, the sea and everywhere on the face 
of the earth would be at once resolved into 
its constituent atoms, water returning to oxygen 
and hydrogen, and all these atoms would be 
crushed together with great force. They 
would move as far as possible, in the right 
direction, and the earth, in a very short time 
would ,become a spherical cloud. Supposing 
nature then said >—** Let all these forces 
together again,” they would return \by their 
own friction and with such heat that’perha 
a new earth and a new solar system would 
somewhere engendered. .

CARE OF THE IMBECILE. 


YEAR’S RECORD OF STEWART 
_INSTITUTION.. 


The excellent work done by the Stewart Jn- 
stitution for Imbeciie Children was outlined by 
Mr. Alex. F. Blood, K.C., at the annual mect- 
ing of the Institution, which was held at 40 
Molesworth street, Dublin, yesterday. 

The Chairman, in moving that the report be 
adopted, printed, and circulated, said that the 
report certainly showed that the attendance 
at that meeting was not to be taken as any 
indication of the large measure of popular sup- 
pect given to the institution. Two of ‘heir 

t asseta were the Medical Supearinte xient 
and Mr. O'Neill, who had been for so orn 
oe identified with the institution, te which 

y had given the best part of their valuable 

working lives. 
The report gave food for thought as to what 
might be done to further develop the institu- 
tion. Their annual subscriptions amounted to 
£1,348, and # was explained that the berger 
amount received in 1 was due to a epecial 
effort made by new workers. The donations 
were also smaller than in 1920. The sum re- 
ceived from © agg for pupils’ maintenance 
was £3,734, ng considerably more than in 
1920, which was & matter for great encourage- 
ment and congratulation. 

Then they came to & matter which was 
regrettable—namely, thet there had been a loss 
of £765 on the Institution for Mental Diseases. 
In pre-war days the Inland Revenue Do- 
partment were very kind—they recognised that 
that institution did great public good, and used 
to wink at the non-collection of income tax 
from them, as weil as from: other similar in- 
stitutions, Since the outbreak of the war thoy 
had to pay about £1,000, and further paymenta 
would have to be made unless things 
better financially in Ireland as time went on. 

In the not far distant future they might 
apply to the new Government of Ireland for 
such remission from taxation as was obtained 
in pre-war days, and the Government might 
pot be insensible to the appeal. 

The reports of the Lunacy Inspectors reflected 
the highest credit on the menagement of the 
imstitution. Visitors were invited to inspect 
the institution and the grounds, and that was 
a suggestion which might be acted upon by 
many of their subscribers, who would thus find 
thet it was worthy of their continued support.

The immense popularity which the Royal and 
ancient game enjoys sll over the world is fully 
reflected in the 26th issue of the “ Golfer's 
Handbook,’ just received from the publishers. 
It contains a mass of information in its 1,100 
peges; in fact, we have here the story of the 
ame from its earliest days down to tho end of 
fast season, and as & work of reference for sec- 
retaries and others connected with the game ‘t 
is invaluabie. 

It is, however, & pity that the book is not 
made more attractive for the Irish golfer. 
True, the records of all-our championships ere 
set out, but the “some Afty iMiustrations of 
the champions of the year” imclude only one 
of our champione, Mr. ó. Wilson Smyth. The 
Irish Close Champion, Mr. Ernest Carter, the 
finest amateur golfer, bar Mr. Lionel Munn, 
which this country has produced; the South of 
Ireland Champion, the yeteran Mr, FitsJames 
Murphy, and the Irish Lady Champion, Miss 
Stuart French, find no place in this interesting 
collection of golfing celebrities of the yeer. 
The “ Who's Who,” also, might be brought 
more up-to<late for Irish golfers, who, curious 
to know somethit about such players aa 
Mesrs. A: RB. Shea K.C.; Ector Munn, 
J. E. Davies, Joseph 
Gorry, and Carroll, will turn to 
the “ Hand vain These. and 
other omissions, can easily be remedied. 
We have no Irish Golfer's Guide now (and 
more s the pity). Here is a chance for the com- 
Ea of the Golíers Handbook to fill a badly 
elt want.

Apart from the gol standpoint, 
re are other pointe of view to be considered. 
How would en open championsbip at Milltown, 
Kingstown, Hermitage or Delyany (and they 
are xbout the best of the local inland courses), 
appeal to those seasiders who make such an 
enjoyable outing of it at places like Newcastle, 
Portrush, Portmarnock, Royal Dublin and 

Jastlerock. ‘The matter could, however, be dis- 
cussed from different aspects. Those who are 
anxious to include the inland greens in the 
Championship rota may, for instance, have in 
mind the strain which the Championships im- 
pose on the few seaside clubs which, up to 
the ptesent, have shouldered the responsibility 
of running our big tournaments. The Commitice 
are golfers of long experience, and if it is in 
the interests of soil that the rota should be ex- 
tended, they will not hesitate to include the 
inland courses.

made admirable speeches; and, if the in- 
tentions which they expressed could be 
translated into immediate facts, the 
world’s outlook would be very bright. 
The Italian Premier declared that in the 
councils of Christendom such things as 
enemies no longer existed. At Genoa, he 


said, there were neither victors nor 
vanquished. The Conference will be 
held “under the gis of the prin- 


ciples of equity, justice, and the 
solidarity of nations,” and Italy will 
do everything that lies in her power 
to promote its success. The speech of the 
French delegate, M. Barthou, was not 
pitched in quite so lofty a key as that of 
the Italian ; but, he, too, protested that 
his country’s aims were of the highest 
character.. He took*good care, however, to 
draw attention to the danger of expecting 
too much. The Genoa Conference, he 
warned the world, had no Aladdin’s lamp 
whereby a gorgeous palace could be built 
on the ruins of Europe overnight. It must 
confine its activity to those matters which 
fall within its province; and, while France 
cherishes no wish for hege:xaony of any 
kind, she cannot allow the treaties of 
peace to be annulled, revised, or even dis- 
cussed. 

No such limitations were mentioned by 
Mr. Lloyd George, who was in his happiest 
vein. It is true that he laid down the 
conditions on which the Bolshevist dele- 
gates were being received into the concert 
of Europe; but his enthusiasm seemed 
to ignore the Trench veto. “Let us 
think more about what we can accom- 
plisk than about what we can restrict,” 
he exclaimed. These are significant 
words. Mr. Lloyd George has gone to 
Genoa determined, if possible, to lay the 
foundation of Europe’s recovery. He 
knows that his ideal never can be achieved 
until two conditions are satisfied. In the 
first place, the tangled skein of the Ger- 
man indemnity must be unravelled; and, 
in the next place, the active assistance of 
‘Russia must be secured. M. Poincaré, on 
the one hand, and Messrs, Chamberlain 
and Churchill on the other, have made 
certain stipulations in: regard to the Con- 
ference which are calculated to thwart 
these two purposes; and the main in- 
terest in the proceedings at Genoa will be 
centred in the Prime Minister's efforts to 
reach his goal despite their obstruction. 
The whole tone of his speech yesterday 
suggests that he intends to use all his in- 
fluence and all his powers of persuasion 
to secure more reasonable terms for Ger- 
many and the recognition of Soviet Russia 
on the condition that she assumes respon- 
sibility for the Tsarist debts, refrains irom 
propaganda, in other countries, and re- 
duces her army to a moderate size. 

Can Mr. Lloyd George succeed? Much 
will depend on the “attitude of the 
Russians, If M. Tchitcherin had aceepted 
without question the programme which 
was formulated at Cannes, 
would have run as smoothly as a marriage 
bell; but, unfortunately, he has done 
nothing of the sort. M. Tchitcherin, since 
his departure from Russia, has made no 
secret of his intentions. Russia, he says, 
is not only willing, bat anxious, to help

Costly Doles. 


In the British House of Commons yes- 
terday Dr. Macnamara threw a good deal 
of light on the unemployment question 
and its cost to the State. He asked the 
House for a vote of £18,000,000 for the 


Ministry of Labour in the present year. 
due to 


After certain sums which are 
the Ministry from of departments 
have been taken int ccount, the 


gross total at its disposal will be nearly 
£25,000,000. Of this sum about half will 
be spent in contributing to the unemploy- 
ment insurance fund; £5,750,000 will be 
used in training ex-Service men for part- 
ticular trades or settling them in the 
Colonies ; and the remainder, £6,500,000, 
will be absorbed by the costs of administra- 
tion. Dr. Macnamara was careful to point 
out that,“in addition to the sum voted 
by Parliament, a sum of £40,000,000, 
which forms the contribution of employers 
and men to the insurance fund, is dis- 
tributed by his Ministry. That is to say, 
the cost of administering a gross total of 
£65,000,000 is £6,500,000, or, roughly, one- 
tenth. This probably is as economical a 
cost as the circumstances permit, but the 
whole system is at fault. Comparison of 
the immense sums which. are spent on 
unemployment with the total Budget for 
the year 1913-14—some £200,000,000— 
illustrates forcibly the depravity of the 
system, The proper remedy for unemploy- 
ment does not lie in “doles.” 


Lest We Forget. 


The Royal Dublin Fusiliers have fought 
their last battle, and the national memory 
is now the repository of their fame, A sad 
importance attaches, therefore, to the 
advertisement which is published to-day 
by the Commanding Officer of the Ist 
Battalion. A record of the Battalion’s 
deeds in the late war is being prepared, 
and the Colonel invites the help of -all 
who can contribute to it. Officers and 
men who have served with the “Ist 
Dublins’’ are asked to lend to the com- 
piler of the record such diaries, notes, or 
photographs as they may possess, ‘We 
hope that the response to this appeal will 
be prompt and fruitful, We hope, ‘indeed, 
that every battalion of every Irish regi- 
ment that is about to be disbanded will 
prepare a similar record of its services. 
The task is due alike to their own merits 
and to posterity. Moreover, it is an urgent 
task; for the work of compilation will 
become very difficult. after the regiments 
have been disbanded and the present 
custodians of their fame and traditions 
have. lost touch with their surviving 
comrades of the war. There must be in

offered to the Prince of Wales during his visit 
to Japan is a eight of the curious sport of 
fishing with cormorants on the River Nagara, 
near Gifu, in the Province of Owari. I; has 
existed in Japan from time immemorial, and 
always takes place on moonless nights and by 
torchlight. The cormorants are trained when 
quite young. They will work well up to fifteen, 
and even twenty years of age, and each weli- 
trained bird will account for an average of 
about 150 fish per hour. 

Seven boais are employed in the fishing 
operations, with four men in each boat, one of 
whom, at the stern, simply propels and guides 
the craft. The master fisherman, distinguis 
by his peguliar hat, stands in the bow, and 
handles ng fewer than twelve trained bird® with 
great skill and coolness, Another fisherman, of 
the second grade, situated amidships, handles 
four birds only. The fourth member of the 
crew is situated hetween the two fishermen, and 
is efmed with a piece of bamboo, which he 
strikes to keep the birds up to their work, at 
the same time encouraging them by shouts ana 
cries; he also looks after the spare fishing gear, 
and is ready to give aid if required.

Each cormorant has a ring of metal or bone 
around the base of its neck, which permits the 
swallowing of the smaller fish as food; but 
effectually stops those of marketable size. 
Round the body of the bird is a cord, to which 
is attached, in the middle of the back, a short 
strip of stiff whalebone, with which to lower 
the bird into the water or lift it out again, and 
a thin rein of spruce fibre, twulve feet long. 

The master lowers his twelve birds into the 
sea at the fishing ground, and holds the reins 
in his left hand, manipulating them with his 
right as occasion requires, ine second fisher- 
man does the same with his four birds, and 
then the fourth man begins his vollevs of noise. 

The birds start diving and ducking with 
wonderful swiftness as the astonished fish comes 
swimming towards the blaze of light, The 
master now has a busy time handling his 
twelve strings, and taking care that they do not 
foul one another while the birds are dashing 
hither and thither. His eyes and hands work 
almost automatically. When one of the birds 
become engorged it swims about in a foolish, 
helpless way, with head and swollen neck 
erect, and then the master hauls it in ‘and lifts 
it on board. He forces its bill open with his 
left hand, still holding the other lines. and 
squeezes out the fish with his right, after which 
he returns the bird to its work. This ie all 
done with such admirable dexterity and quick- 
ness that the other birds have not time to 
become entangled, and immediately the whole 
team is again perfectly in hand,

Each bird has his own number, 
and knows it. Number ] 0! 
‘“ Iehi,”’ is the doyen of the corps, the senior 
In vears as well as rank, and his companions, 
according to their age, come after him in 
numerical order. Ichi is the last to be put into 
the water and the first to be taken owt, the 
first to be fed, and the last to enter the 
baskets when the work is over. Ichi has the 
post of honour in the eyes of the boat. He is 
a solemn, grizzied old fellow, with a pompors 
air. The othors are placed alternately on either 
side of the gunwale according to their rank, 
and if haply the lawful order of precedence 
be at any time violated, a terrific rumpus 
occurs among them. 

After the fishing is over, as each cormorant 
is taken out of the water, the master can [(ell 
by its weight whether it has had enotgh to 
eat during the hunt, and if not, the bird is 
fed with the inferior fish that have been 
caught.

FRATRICIDAL STRIFE 
CONDEMNED, 
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The National Executive of the Irish 
Labour Party and Trade Union Congress 
last night issued the following state- 
ment :— 

“The National Executive of the Labour 
Party has had under earnest consideration 
recent developments in the political and 
military life of the country. Evidence has 
accumulated during the past few weeks 
showing how anxiously the organised 
workers feel respecting the immediate 
future; and how strongly they protest 
against the assumptions of authority on 
the part of military in civil affairs. 

“The organised workers in Ireland, as 
in every country, have in the past set 
their faces against militarism. We. pro- 
tested against the fule of the gun and the 
bayonet when handled by foreign armies ; 
we protest against the rule of the gun 
and the bomb when handled bv Irish 
armies and by irresponsible. individuals.” 

“The Labour movement resolutely opposed, 
and will use all its power against, any body of 
wen, Official or unofhcial, regular forces or 
irregular forces, who seck to inpose their will 
upon the people by virtue of their armaments 
elone. 

“We deplore the growth of the idea that the 
Army may be a law into itself; that the pos- 
session of arms gives authorily which may be 
exercised regardless of the civil power. This 
eriticism is not directed only against one section 
of the Army—both forces have sometimes 
shown that they have learned lessons in arro- 
ance from the British occupation. 

"These alarming developments call for imme- 
diate and determined action on the part of the 
evil population. An end must be made of this 
internecine strife amongst those who so re- 
cently were comrades-in-arms, acting under the 
authority of the civil Government. 

“We speak for the masses of the workers of 
Ireland, who are not willing that their country 
should be freed from one tyranny only to set 
loose the elements of fratricidaggstrife. If the 
country is to resume warfare, we shail on- 
deavour to ensure that it is for something worth 
white for the workers to enter into the 
struggle. We are not willing to look on idly 
while brothers take up arms against brothers; 
fathers against sons. 

“The time has arrived, in our judgment, 
when the vital forces of the nation, the workers 
of town and country, agriculturists and artisans, 
farmers and labourers, should make known 
their will that ho armed forces of the country 
should be wnder, and be amenable to, civilian 
authority, responsible to the people. 

“The National Executive of the Labour Party 
purposes to ask the leaders of the several 
organisations to state their mtentions in regard 
to the future. We ask the workers who are 
members of the several armies to refuse to be 
drawn into violent actions, and we ask tha 
workers generally to stand ready to take action 
when the call comes. '

The prisoner was being taken in a tender to 
Mountjoy Prison from Beggar's Bush Barracks, 
and when the tender was turning from Grafton 
street to College Green he made a sudden dash 
for liberiy. A struggle followed, and as 
Sweeney, whose age was 21 years, was getting 
off the tender he was shot in the back. 
ie was immediaiely placed in the _ tender, 
which was driven to Jervis street Hospital, 
where he died soon after admission. 
The official report of the affair issued from

DESTRUCTION BY ARMED MEN.

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EVACUATION OF 
ROYAL HOTEL 
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A PRIEST AS PEACE- 
MAKER, 
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OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
ATHLONE, Monday. 

At about 8 o'clock on Saturday night 
Commandant-General McKeon entered the 
Royal Hotel, the headquarters of the 
Athlone Brigade, I.R.A., which recognises 
the Army Council. GCommanding Office: 
Morrissey was absent; but Acting Officer 
Commanding M‘Glynn was told by Com- 
mandant-General McKeon that for certain 
reasons he and his party were to be out of 
the hotel by 9 o'clock on Sunday morning. 

Some -time afterwards Rev. Father 
Columba, O.F.M., visited the hotel and 
advised the Acting Officer Commanding to 
leave quietly and avoid trouble in the 
town. The Staff, however, declined, and 
stated that, unless they received orders to 
the contrary from the Army Executive, 
they would hold their position, Yester; 
day morning they were still in the hotel. 

Shortly before 2 o'clock p.m. Colonel- 
Commandant Lawlor, 1.R.A., Divisional 
Adjutant, Officer Commanding Custume 
Barrack, went towards the hotel. On his 
way he met the Acting Officer Commanding 
the forces at the hotel, and asked why 
his men had not left. The reply was that. 
they would not leave, and that they would 
resist any attempt to dislodge them. 
Acting Officer Commanding M‘Glynn was 
then placed under arrest and lodged in the 
guardroom at Custume Barrack. 

Continuing his journey to the Royal 
Hotel, Colonel Commandant Lawlor met 
Captain Hughes, the next officer in charge, 
and ordered him and his party to leave. 
They refused absolutely, And in a quarter 
of an hour I.R.A, troops, equipped with 
machine guns, etc., arrived from Custume 
Barracks, took up positions round the 
hotel, and got ready for action. 

The troops in the hotel barricaded the 
windows placed their guards in position, 
and sang “ The Soldier's Song." 

+ All eivilian occupants of the hotel left 
it, and residents in its immediate neigh- 
bourhood became panic-stricken. 

A conflict seemed imminent, when the 
Rev. Father James, O.F:M., arrived and 
made an appeal to both sides to refrain 
from action for the. sake of the women 
and children in the surrounding houses, 

The streets were cleared, but evéntu- 
ally Rev. Father James succeeded in bring- 
ing the leaders of the opposing forces 
together, with the result that it was 
agreed that the I.R.A. troops in the Royal 
Hotel should evacuate it at 5 p.m., taking 
with them their full equipment, and that 
Oficer Commanding M‘Glynn should be 
released forthwith. 

The I.R.A. troops on the streets were 
then withdrawn to Custume Barrack.

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THE STATE OF IRELAND, 
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COLONEL MOORE’S PROPOSAL, 


In the course of a letter on the present dis- 
sensions and disorders in Southern Ireland 
Cotonel Maurice Moore wriths :-— 

“Everyone who has been through the coun 
try knows that .the great body of the Irish 
people, whether they are for or against the 
Treaty, are dead against Mexicanism, and are 
searching their minds for some method of 
averting it, without in any way interfering 
with the actions of the constituted authority. 
Aiter consultation with friends 1 have come to 
the conelusion that, having regard to the 
change of circumstances, the method adopted 
by tho Irish people to counter Carsonism is the 
way to counter Mexicanism. 1 therefore put 
before (Be country the following proposals :— 

“Thé citizens and inhabitants of every town 
and country parish should form themselves into 
detence committees, divided, if necessarr, into 
companies and sections. These committees 
should be strictly non-political—neither pro- 
Treaty nor anti-Treaty, but pledged solely to 
maintain the civil righis of the people, to in- 
sist on the subordination of the army to Dui 
Kireann, to oppose any form of military rule 
over civilians, and to keep peace in the coun- 
try. Thus all peaceable citizens could join in 
the defence force, whatever their politics might 
be. Some pledge similar io the following 
might be taken :--- : 

(a) “To maintain the rights and liberties 
common to all the people of Ireland, including 
free meetings. frée speech, free Press, free 
voting at elections, 

(b) “To oppose the imposition of military 
rule on the Irish peonle, and the arrest. trial. 
or punishment of civiliavs by martial law or 
military courts, 

_“ Firearms should not be ffsed till ordered hy 
Dail Fireann; wat the men should appoin! 
their own Jeadérs, and be trained to work: to 
gether. I invite Irish ex-soldiers to cousider 
how besi they can conform to this movement 
tor the preservation of peace. 

“Tf these wlio approve my suggestions will 
communicate with me, I will gladly consult with 
them how best the plan can he pnt into opera- 
tion, Meauwhile I hove that it will go ahead.”

The following statement has been sent 
to us for publication :— 

Interviewed by Press representatives to- 
day, Mr, Collins, Chairman PRialtas Seala- 
dach na hEireann, stated that, so far as 
he was aware, no official news had been 
received regarding the alleged murder of 
F.I.C. men in Kerry and Clare on Thurs- 
day last as reported in the Irish Times, 
the London Times, and the Monning Post 
on Friday, 7th instant. : ' 

The Jrish Times, Mr. Collins said, in its 
principal news page on Friday last, had 
as its main news item displayed in double 
column with sensational captions, a story 
of the murder of five R.I.C. men in Kerry 
and Clare, as follows :'— 

“RIC, Mew Menveren. 
'“OUTRAGES IN MUNSTER, 

* Reports from trustworthy sources which 
reached Dublin last night state that five re- 
cellttly retired members of the R.L.C. were 
shot dead yestecday, and that a sixth man 
was dangerously wounded. Three of: the 
men were killed in the Co. Clare, and the 
cthers were shot in Tralee, Co. Kerry. An 
early report stated that three were shot 
dieag in Kerry, but a subsequent message 
eas’ that two sergeants were killed there, 
and that a constable was badly wounded. 

“The telegraph wires were cut in the 
neighbourhood of Tralee,” 

Mr. Collins remarked that the. London Times 
and the Morning Post beth published, in their 
most prominent columns, similar reports of these 
alleged murders. 

Dublin newspapers, which had since mado 
careful investigations into the truth of the 
[trish Times report, stated they were unable to 
find any foundation for it, and, although four 
days have elapsed, the /rish Times has since 
weither suostantiated its report nor repudiated 
it a 


In connection with this matter, Mr. Collins 
said he understood that the Dublin Correspon- 
dent of the London Times is the editor of the 
frish Times, pnd the Dublin Correspondent of 
the Morning Post is also in the Jrish Times 
editorial department. 

It was regrettable, he added, that anv reput- 
able journal should go out of iis way to lend 
itself to that sort of campaign, but the Irish 
Trace had consistently suppressed reports 
transmitted to dt by the Provisional. Govern- 
ment, from the Official Investigator in Belfast, 
as to tho atrocities and outrages against 
Catholics in that city. 

Its action in suppressing those reporis was in 
striking contrast to the prominence the fris) 
Times had invariably given to reports of 
atrocities alleged to have been committed by 
the 1.R.A., and supplied by the Dublin Cesile 
Publicity Department during tho war in 
lreland.

JUDGE TURNED FROM COURT. 

When attended at Lifford 
Courthouse yesterd y, to open the Donegal 
Crown Sessions, he was confronted by eight 
armed men who refused to allow him to enter. 
They informed him that no Courts could be 
held there except Republican Courts. His 
Honour then drove away. ere was no 
criminal business for transaction; and white 
gloves were to have been presepted to His 
Honour. 

{It is understood that the civil bill business 
will not be proceeded with until directions are 
received from the Provisional Government. 

When Judge Doyle, K.C., Recorder of Galway, 
arrived at Clifden Courthouse to open the 
Quarter Sessions he was served with a notice in- 
forming him that the Court would not be per- 
mitted to sit. ‘He went to the police station to 
find out who had sent the notice, and was in- 
formed that the officer who had sent it was at 
the Workhouse. Upon sending to the Workhouse 
he was told that the officer had gone out to the 
country. He thereupon adjourned all the cases 
to Galway. 

A somewhat similar proceeding was adoried in 
the case of Judge Cook, K.C., who arrived at 
Lifford yesterday to open the Crown Court for 
the Division of Galway.

adequate expression to the feelings of the 
British nation without reserve and without any 
of the halting ‘evasions that too often mar our 
intercourse with our best frends. 

lt is a matter of course that the expenses 
of the American Army of Occupation should be 
rermbursed, and, as Lord Curzon says, it would 
be impossible to question this right ‘* without 
an indifference to manifest considerations of 
justice and without a failure to recognise the 
part played by the United States im the war 
and in the subsequent occupation.’’ Such firm- 
ness is inspiring and of hopeful augury. We 
wish that all moral claums -auid be so frankly 
and simply recognised. That the relations be- 
tween our Government and that of the United 
States can be expressed with such warfnth and 
ne ee is dune to a happy combination of 
cireumstances—to fortunate co-operation in the 
Washington Conference and to the presence in 
London of an American Ambassador who ex- 
cellently .interprets the feelings of both 
countnes.

In every civilised country the army is the ser- 
vant of the civil authority.

Government. There is no-Government perfect. 
But grievances are not an excuse for revolt. 
The civilised nations of the world will not con- 
sider grievances when the salvation of an old 
country is at stake.’ History will not excuse a 
milita revolt when MTIreland was in 
the throes of a new birth and re 
quired the devoted loyalty of all her sons. 
I hope there is not going to be a 
revolt at all. The youmg men can make a 
revolt impossible. but there are strange 
happenings here and there. For one a 
there has apparently been set up a second mi 
tary executive. Now, the Gospel says that no 
man can serve two masters. This raised the 
moral question of obedience, and the young 
men have a right to know what the official 
teachers of — , and religion have to say 
on ‘this question. This is my teaching: This 
second executive has no moral authority behind 
it Its ormers have no binding force. ‘Any 
oaths of allegiance taken to it are unlawful and 
invalid. They have no power to impose taxes 
on the people. The military Executive under 
the existing Government is the only competent 
military authority in this country until the 
people decide on the rival: policies before the 
country. : 

The Church can function under all forms of 
Government, but the Church must lay down the 
moral law for all forms of Government, and 
must condemn violations of the moral law in 
military and police, as well as in civilians. 
Orders to rob post offices are ummoral. Those 
who obey such orders are guilty of sin and are 
bound to restitution.

Last night the production of Mendelssohn's 
“ Ehjah ’’ at La Scala Theatre, Dublin, in aid 
of the Mater Misericordiw# Hospital, was of such 
musical value that the fact that there were 
seats to spare was a reproach to musical folk 
generally.

Mr. Lecky has confirmed by anticipation half 
a century this estimate of the Irish Parlia- 
ment. “Phe Irish Parliament,” he wrote, 
“was, during the. period of its independence, 
probably more free from religious bigotry than 
any other representative body that ever sat in 
the United Kingdom. That it would have come 
sates the measure of 1793 (extending the 
-arliamentary franchise to Roman Catholics), 
by the admission of Catholics to Parliament if 
the (British) Government had supported or had 
even refrained from opposing that measure, is 
almost absolutely certain. The opposition of 
the Ministers (who were not responsible to the 
Irish Parliament) threw out the Bill, and the 
recall of Lord Fitzwilliam damped the hopes 
of the Catholics and was one of the chief 
causes of the Rebellion of 1798.” 

1 think it a happy coincidence that Saturday 
last, the very day of the appearance of Mr. 
MacDonagh's second article bearing testimony 
to the freedom from religious bigotry of the 
old Irish Parliament, shoyld be signalised by 
the publication of the weighty pronouncement 
of the archbishops and bishops of the Church 
of Ireland “ uttering a grave warning as to 
the allowing of bitterness and resentment to 
take possession of the mind,” and urging upon 
all those “whom their words may reach” the 
adoption of “the principle of all true 
Christian and mutual forbearance.” 

The Irish Episcopate, who have now most 
deservedly an influence—I speak with some 
little knowledge on this matter—with the 
members of their Communion more’. potent 
than at any period since the Reformation, have 
in this pronouncement expressed sentimients in 
consonance alike with the best traditions of 
the Church of Ireland and of the old Irish 
Paruament, To take just one illustration, On 
O@tober 23, 1725—the anniversary of the out- 
break of the Insurrection of 1641-—-Dr. Edward 
Synge, then Chancellor of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, and subsequently Bishop of Elphin, 
preached in St. Andrew's Church, Dublin, be- 
fore the Irish House of Commons a sermon, 
taking for his text, ' Compel them to cong in.” 
He inculcated as a Christian duty the most 
complete religious toleration and denounced 
with the strongest emphasis anythmg savouring 
of rancour or bigotry. The serr. on, now long 
forgoiten,, produced at the time a great impres- 
sion and was itself the subject of animated 
controversy. The Irish House of Commons 
nearly two centuries ago, in thanking Dr. 
Synge for his sermon, which was published 
by their “order,” accepted as their own his 
principles, which are the pmnciples of the 
Episcopate of the Church of Ireland to-day.—

MILK AND BUTTER. 


FACTS REGARDING SUPPLIES. 


Sir A. Griffith Boscawen, in the House of 
Commons, answering Mr. Leonard Lyle, who 
asked whether he was aware of the rise in the 
price of butter, and the announcement by the 
merchants that there was little improvement 
likely for some weeks, and whether, seeing that 
farmers owing to the price of milk could easily 
produce more cheap butier, he would call their 
attention to the need and advantage of doing 
so, said that he was aware that the price of 
imported buiter had recently risen, but prices 
of British butter at country markets had, on 
the whole, declined, or, at least, remained 
stationary. He thought that he must leave 
it to the individual farmer to select that mode 
of disposing of his milk which he found most 
profitable. 


So far as I am aware, Great Britain has 
not to apply to any country in the world for 
permission to sell her wares. She ia “up 
against ’’ tariffs in various countries, but does 
not have to apply for permite to sell. Touch 
John Bull in the matter of trading restrictions 
and you raise a bad hump on bis back. If a) 
particular industry is affected by absurd re- 
strictions, he quickly communicates the facts to 
his friends in other industries. These may, or. 
may not, be the reasons for the motor mana-| 
facturers’ refusal to recognise tie Dallkbridge 
Show; but 1 have no doubt that their action 
has been influenced by the above facts. 

Ireland cannot have it ail her own way. Ii 
alie bans British goods, retaliation is bound to 
follow. If Britain retaliates on Ireland in 
the things that really matter, such as cattle, 
produce, etc,, thn Ireland, not Britain, will be 
the country most’ severely hit. Why raise these 
barriers at the inception of what the business 
community ail desire—an “ Irish Free State '’ ?—

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DEATH OF MR. 7. J. WESTROPP.

Trish archmwology has suffered a serious loss in 
the death of Thomas Johnson Westropp, which 
o¢curred on Sunday morning. The youngest 
son of the late John Westropp, of Attyflin, Co. 
Limerick, he graduated in Arie in Dublin 
University, and afterwards studied engineering, 
for a short time practising this profession. But 
the attractions of archeology, especially field 
work, in the study of the ancient forts of Jre- 
land, upon which he was the reeognised 
authority, and on which he had published: a 
most valuable monograph in 1902, led him to 
devote more and more time to the study of the 
ancient civilisation of Ireland. The numerous 
communications in the “ Proceedings of the 
Royal Irish Academy and Journal of the Royal 
Society of Antiquaries of Ireland, as well as in 
the pages of various local societies, bear witness 
to his untiring industry in this large field. 

Mr. Westropp was President of the Royal 
Society of Antiquaries of Ireland from 1916 to 
1919. He also served upon the Council of the 
Royal Irish Academy from 1898 to the present 
date, with short interva.s, and was a Vice- 
President from 1916 to 1919. He was one of 
the Board of Visitors of the National Museum, 
and was ae active in the performance 
of these duties. He was also a corresponding 
‘member of the Prehistoric Society of France. 

Apart from his distinction as an archaologist, 
Mr. 's personat charm, unselfishness, 
and geniality endeared him to his friends, by 
whom his memory will long be held in respect 
as an admirable type of a patriotic Irish gentle- 
man.
